Jacksonville High school go out in­ 
to real life they certainly will know 
much more about politics and voting 
than did their fathers when they left 
school if we may judge by the events 
of the past few days. 
When Prof. Collins took charge of 
the school he thought it best 
to 
make a few changes in some resp! cts 
and one was the matter of societies. 
There were three but membership 
was somewhat exclusive and so many 
failed in securing 
the 
advantages 
which might otherwise accrue to the 
members of a student organization. 
That this might be overcome Prof. 
Collins called into 
counsel 
both 
teachers and pupils and laid before 
them the idea of 
organizing 
tile 
whole school, or as many as chose 
to join, into one society to be known 
as tho Jacksonville 
High 
Sehottl 
Literary and Athletic 
association. 
He consulted both pupils and teach­ 
ers and secured the hearty co-opcra- 
tion of all and the result was 
the 
decision to invite all to become mem­ 
bers including teachers, janitor and 
members of tile hoard of education, 
membership not to he 
compulsory 
hut open to all who saw tit to pay 
annual dues of 25c each.

IS DAIRY PROBLEM 
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Selling Calves to Butchers a Ruinous 
Practice— Most Successful 
Dairy­ 
men are Those Who Raise Cows 
From Young 
Stock— This Plan 
I a-x.se us Disease Danger.

One of the greatest problems in 
sue os.sful dairying is to obi ain good 
(ll- icows. 
The fact that every year it is 
(•coming more* difficult to buy real- 
Iv efficient producers makes it d e a r

the surest, most economical, 
and most satisfactory way to build 
iii) an efficient, dairy herd, or to keep 
ii supplied with good cows after it 
is once established, is to raise the 
heifer calves from the lust cows brod 
to a good pure bred dairy sin*. Fur­ 
thermore, unless a dairyman raises 
the heifer calves with which to re­ 
plenish bis fiord, it is almost impos­ 
sible to keep Hie herd free from tu-

Question: 
I have been advocating 
the growing of alfalfa to combine 
with corn silage as the most econo­ 
mical feed for the ordinary dairy­ 
man. 
I am often asked what othet 
feed and how much should be us< d 
with alfalfa hay and corn silage. 
Answer: 
I note the feeding pro 
position which you state as bothering 
you. 
The feeding of farm animals, 
including dairy cows, is a proposi­ 
tion to which some farmers take n a ­ 
turally, while others apparently do 
not have tho inherent knock which 
goes with the business. 
It is very 
hard to lay down a plan or system to 
he followed which will meet all ea­ 
ses, as each individual case has its 
own peculiar conditions. 
It has Ie en and is being proven 
that of our farm crops, corn for si­ 
lage and alfalfa for hay, should re 
reive prominence on the dairy farm. 
The yield of these crops per acre in 
terms of digestible nutrients, when 
they are 
successfully 
igrown,

greater than from other farm crops. 
A combination cf these two feeds 
forms an excellent hr s s for a dairy 
ration; la fact, we have cows here at 
the station which have been m ain­ 
tained for several years almost ex- 
(In lively on a ration of alfalfa hay 
and corn silage, with very sat! fac­ 
tory results. 
The alfalfa 
is rela­ 
tively high in lime and protein con­ 
tent, while the silage furnishes car­

This type occupies 923.16 square 
miles or 590,18(2 acres and consti­ 
tutes 79.7 percent of the entire area 
of the county (LaSalle). 
This type, 
although typically a prairie soil.nyay 
include in its area a small am ount of 
land th a t lias been forested iii com­ 
paratively recent time. 
In the management of this type, 
one very im portant tiling, aside from 
proper 
fertilization, 
Ullage, 
and 
drainage, is to keep it in good physi­ 
cal condition, or good tilth. 
It is a 
common practice in the corn belt to 
pasture the corn stalks during the 
winter and, too often, rather late in 
the spring 
after the 
ground has 
thawed out. 
This tramping puts the 
soil in bad condition for working. It 
becomes partially puddled and will 
be cloddy as a result. 
If tramped 
too late In tin* spring, the natural 
agencies of freezing and thawing and 
wetting and drying, with the aid of 
ordinary tillage, fail to produce good 
tilth beforo 
the 
crop is planted. 
Whether the crop is corn or oats, It 
necessarily suffers, and if the season 
is dry, much damage may result. 
If 
the field is put in corn, a poor stand 
is likely to follow and lf put in oats, 
a compact soil Is formed, which Is 
unfavorable for their growth. Some­ 
times farmers work their soil when 
too wet. 
This also produces a par­ 
tial puddling which is unfavorable 
to physical, chemical and biological 
processes. 
The bad 
effect will be 
greater if cropping has reduced the 
amount of organic matter below the 
amount that is necessary to main­ 
tain good tilth. 
M aintaining Organic -Matter. 
Every practicable n4?ans should 
ie used to maintain the supply of 
organic matter. 
Clover should be 
grown every three or four years aud 
the bulk of the crop turned under 
either directly or as a manure. 
All 
straw should be returned to the lapd 
and plowed under if not used fpr 
bedding or feed. 
One of the chief 
source* of lo.xs of organic matter in 
the 
corn belt is 
the practice Of 
burning the corn stalks. 
Could the 
farmers be made to realize how great 
a loss this entails, they would cer­ 
tainly discontinue the practice. Prob­ 
ably no form or organic matter acts 
more beneficially in producing good 
tilth than corn stalks, and to burn 
them is a very serious waste. 
The stalks sould be cut up with a 
disk or stalk cutter and turned un­ 
der, It is true that they decay rather 
slowly, but It is true that their d u r a ­ 
bility in the soil after partial de­ 
composition is exactly what is need­ 
ed in the maintenance of an adequ­ 
ate supply of humus. 
A ton of dry 
stalks incorporated with 
the soil 
will ultimately furnish asi much h u ­ 
mus as four tons of average farm 
manure, hut, when burned, both the 
humus-making material and the ni­ 
trogen 
are forever 
destroyed and 
lost. 
The Use of Limestone. 


The normal and tho lighter phases 
of brown silt loam already require 
liberal additions of nitrogenous o r­ 
ganic matter and phosphorus for the 
increase and maintenance 
of their 
crop producing power. 
As a rule, 
limestone can also be added with 
profit, and the importance of using 
limestone becomes gr(*ater year after 
year. 
The heavier phase of this soil 
type, usually found in narrow areas 
along old sloughs or draws, is still 
rich in hum us and nitrogen, mode­ 
rately rich in phosphorus, and well 
supplied with Iim« carbonate. Often 
the soil type in these narrow strips 
is black silk loam, but it Is in too 
small ureas to map separately from 
Hie brown 
silt loam. 
It sould be 
kept in mind that phosphorus is a 
constituent of humus and Is usually 
associated with limestone; and phos­ 
phorus Is not likely 
to la* greatly 
needed where the soil is still rich in 
humus and shows the presence of 
limestone by foaming when moisten­ 
ed with strong hydrochloric acid.
